A deed from John Fountleroy ani wife $0 Jane Traylor and her 
children appears in Deed Book L p. 165 in office of the Clerk 
of the Garrard Co, Court (Ky) under date of Sept. 20, 1833.

This deed declares Jane Traylor to be the widow of Micajah 
Traylor and lists following childreni~ William Traylor, J&5SE 
fraylor, Francis Traylor, Henry Traylor, Archibald Traylor, 
ELIZABETH Traylor Doty, Cornelius Traylor, Nancy Traylor, 
SANDEL Traylor ani Sally Traylor Bradys 


Note that wife's mame was Jane Traylor end that one son (my 
great grandfather) was named Jesse and that two of the daughters 
wore named Elisabeth and Saniel, both Virginie fraylor family : 
names, Jesse and Sandel being the names of the parents of the 
Virginie Micajah. 


On Angust 26, 1622 Micajah Traylor made his will in Garrard Co., 
Ky. All property wae left to his beloved wife Jane Traylor. 
Hie friend and neighbor John Yautis and his affectionate son 
Jesse Traylor were appointed executors. 


The following is quoted from printed obituary of Fraukey Trey- 
lor (daughter of Micajah listed above inl as Francia) who died 
at the home of George Henry Traylor (ber nephew) Gibson City, 
Ill., at age of 96 yree 11 mo. and 3 dayes 


“Prankey Traylor was born in Culpepper Co. Ves, Mare 

27, 1766, When seven years old she moved with her parents 

to Gariot Go. Ky., the journey being made on horseback. She 
being the eldest of ten children. « » « In 1820 she came with 
two brothers to Springfield. ... In 'S6 she went to Prince~ 
ton, 111. where she lived with her brother Jesse until bis 
death, which occurred in the fall of 1659, since which time she 
has lived with his son G, H. Traylor." 


Notes According to this obituary Micajeh's first child was 
orn March 27, 1785 im Culpepper Co, Vee and he moved from Vo. 
to Ky. about 1792, Micajah was probably married in 1764. It 
ie quite probable that the party writing the obituary might have 
been in error as to the name of the county and the date she left 
Virginia. Frankey was quite young when she left Vas She died 
at the age of almost 97 years, at which time all of her conten 
poraries (brothers and sisters) hed probably died,

Z have just returned from a one-week's vacation and find your 
letter of August 25th awaiting me. I am deeply indebted to you for fur- 
nishing me this material. 1 have glanced through it, but have not had 
time to thoroughly digest it. I will have it copied and returned to you 
within the next two or three days, at which time I will probably wish to 
ask you some further questions. 


I have a very clear recollection of Mrs.Harris speaking to me 
about her Harris and Archer material. She stated on one occasion that 
she had the ancestry of Judith Archer; that is, the lines of Elizabeth 
Harris and George Archer. She offered to send me the Archer material 
for the cost of typing, but asked $35.00 for the Harris material; and I 
assume that what you have sent is the Harris material. I did not have 
the money to send for the Harris material, but asked her to send me the 
information on the Archers, as I was anxious to get it; but she never 
sent it tome. She told me that the Archers went back to the early 
settlement of Virginia, and that one of the Archers had his name on the 
monument of Captain John Smith in Richmond. 


You speak of Mrs. Harris turning this information over to the 
archives, I am wondering what archives you mean, and if it will then be 
available fof general perusal. If so, I would greatly appreciate having 
you select certain information from it, and I will be pleased to pay you 
fof your effort, After I have reviewed the Harris material I will write 
you in more specific detail outlining what I have in mine.

You will find attached Minnie G. Cook's letter dated February 
24, 1938, together with her report on "William Harris and Elizabeth 
Harris Archer of Henrico." To expedite handling I have had blueprints 
made of Urs. Cook's report, and will later have typed copies made, in- 
serting some subheadings and adding some outlines for the purpose of 
clarity and to facilitate a quick review of the material, Then these 
copies have been typed I will send you one, which you may retain for your 
file, and I may then wish to ask you some more specific questions on 
Minnie G. Cook's work. 


So far as my direct pedigree is concerned, this information shows

I have previously known that Judith Archer was the daughter of George 
Archer and Elizabeth Harris. This data then shows conclusively that Eliz- 
beth Harris is the daughter of Thomas Harris, but I do not feel that it shows 
beyond question that Thomas Harris is the son of Captain Thomas Harris of 1611, 
Minnie G. Cook summarizes her entire argument as to the connection of these 
Harrises to Captain Thomas Harris of 1611 in the first paragraph on page 1, 
and on page 14 of her report. There apparently is some doubt in her om 
mind about the sufficiency of her reasoning, as she suggests in her letter 
to Mrs, Hines that the information be referred to Mr. Branch Cabell for his 
opinion. From Minnie G. Cook's letter to Mrs. Hines, of November 24, 1938, 
I would judge that there has been a lot of genealogical research made on 
these Harris lines, as reference in this connection is made to Branch Cabell, 
Mrs. Pierrepont and Mr, Stanard. I have never heard of any of these people. 
I am wondering if you know any of them, and if you would recommend that I 
contact any of them to see if they cen give me any worth-while opinion on the 
accuracy of Minnie G. Cook's deduction that Thomas Harris was the son of Cap- 
tain Thomas Harris of 1611, and whether by chance they can give me anything 
on the history and ancestry of Captain Thomas Harris. I would judge from 
Minnie G. Cook's reference to him that he was an individual of some importance 
in the early history of Virginia. 


Mrs. Lewis L. Chapman—#2, 


She refers to a Major William Harris and a Mary Ligon. In the 
attached material there is evidence that Thomas Harris had a brother 
William and a sister Mary. I am wondering if these two individuals are 
the Major William and the Mary Ligon referred to in these papers. 


If you can give me any information on the foregoing questions it 
will be helpful. I am repeating them below in a little more definite form, 
and in your reply you may refer to them by numbers should you desire: 


1. Do you know if Mrs, Hines ever submitted Minnie G. Cook's 
material to Branch Cabell for review, and if so, do you 
know what view he expressed on it 7 


2. Do you suggest that I contact Branch Cabell, lrs. Pierrepont 
or Mrs. Higin, and if so, can you give me their addresses ? 


3. Where do you. recommend that I go for further information on 
the history and ancestry of Captain Thomas Harris of 1611 ? 


4. Do you think that Minnie G. Cook's deduction as to the lineage 
of Elizabeth Harris (#1, Thomas Harris; #2, Captein Thomas 
Harris) is correct ? 


Urs. Harris, in her correspondence with me stated that the history 
of Captain Thomas Harris of 1611 entitled his descendants to membership in 
the Colonial Dames, First Families of Virginia, Daughters of the Colonists, 
Americans of Royal Descent, and Barons of Runnemede. Not being a genealo- 
gist, nor one particularly interested in blue-blood organizations, I am not 
familiar with any of these groups, but am wondering if she was correct in 
this statement. I see the possible connection to Captain Thomas Harris 
of all of them, excepting the one last mentioned. I have no idea as to 
what is meant by the "Barons of Runnemede,"as I never before heard the term, 


My Trailor file shows that on January 27, 1938 I wrote you and sent 
you copies of the following statements: 


1. Ancestry of George Trailor. 

2. Ancestry of Obedience Blankenship. 

3. Outline of the ancestry of Geo. H. Trailor (my grandfather), 
as set forth in Nos. 1 and 2, 


I have done practically nothing on the Trailor outline since I 
wrote to you, excepting the correspondence I have since had with you and 
Mrs, Harris, which has been productive only in my securing the material which 
is now being returned to you. In other words, I still need information on 
the ancestry of Martha Randolph, George Archer and Thomas Neal, 


I have the same information as Mrs, Harris has on the ancestry of 
Edward Traillour,which she received from Mr. S. W. Traylor. I have reviewed 
this critically and believe that it is correct, if the parents of Edward 
Traillour in England are authenticated. This seemed to me to be the weak 
link. I understood that you were investigating this feature for Mrs. Harris, 
and if you have developed any information on it which would be of interest to 
me, I would be pleased to have you so advise,
